OUR  DELINQUENT  PRESS

•-«<5  Last  Saturday  (April  27th),  Pope  Pius  the 
12th  told  a  group  of  United  States  newspaper 
and  magazine  executives  that  "the  press  must 
be  undeviatingly  loyal  to  truth,  lest  the  tremen- 
dous influence  be  exercised  amiss."  The  Holy 
Father  reminded  his  attentive  guests  that  "truth 
is  dispassionate,  not  partisan;  factual  not  fanci- 
ful,— asks  to  be  presented  in  the  clear,  white 
light  of  objectivity,  not  in  any  spectral  tint  of 
prejudice  of  conjecture." 

This  quotation  from  the  brief  and  timely 
address  of  His  Holiness  should  be  framed  and 
prominently  displayed  in  all  the  editorial  offices 
of  our  influential  publications.  News  analysts 
and  commentators  would  do  well  to  have  a  copy 
of  it  before  them  as  they  compose  or  deliver 
their  broadcasts  to  millions  of  persons  who  form 
their  opinions  entirely  on  what  they  read  in 
the  news  or  hear  on   radio  programs. 

To  give  due  credit  to  our  American  press,  the 
ordinary  affairs  of  every  day  life  are  generally 
reported  with  meticulous  accuracy.  Accounts 
of  social  events,  accidents,  drama,  obituaries 
and  sports  are  noted  fairly  and  factually.  Er- 
rors in  such  matters  are  easily  detected  and 
commonly  refuted  by  those  concerned.  Im- 
agine a  baseball  player  with  a  batting  average 
of  .374  being  listed  as  a  .224  hitter.  Loud 
protests  from  fans  and  players  and  managers 
would  swamp  the  sports  editor  until  the  correc- 
tion was  made  and  future  caution  promised. 

Unfortunately  it  is  in  the  weightier  things 
that  many  (if  not  most  of  our  prominent  jour- 
nals and  influential  magazines  have  been  de- 
linquent. For  instance,  over  a  period  of  years, 
and  at  present,  the  accounts  of  international 
news  of  vital  importance  have  been  "partisan" 
not  "factual"  in  numerous  instances.  The 
"clear,  white  light  of  objectivity"  has  often  been 
obscured  by  the  "special  tints"  (usually  red) 
emanating  from  numerous  editorial  pages  and 
magazine  articles.  My  desk  is  half  covered  by 
such  clippings,  and  they  are  the  rule  rather 
than  the  exception. 

The  current  sessions  of  the  United  Nations 
conference  in  New  York  will  serve  as  a  notable 
example.  Few  writers  or  editors  have  exposed 
the  sheer  hypocrisy  of  the  Soviet  and  Polish  (?) 
delegates  in  several  of  the  meetings,  or  de- 
nounce the  failure  of  the  entire  group  to  con- 
sider many  of  the  gravest  issues  and  urgent 
problems  in  regard  to  international  peace  and 
security,    while   haggling   over   and    magnifying 


other  matters  of   lesser  moment  which  do  not 
even  merit  a  place  in  such  an  assembly. 

Explicitly,    every    intelligent   American    mustt 
realize  why,  and   in  what  manner  the  question 
of  Spain  and  Franco  has  replaced  the  more  se- 
rious problem  of   Iran.      Even   if  the   ridiculous 
and  false  charges  against  both  Franco  and  Spaini 
were  true,    neither   is   now  or  could   be  a   rea 
threat  to  international  peace.    Conversely  every/ 
informed    person    knows   that   Soviet    Russia    Isi 
definitely  such  a  threat  at  present  as  it  has  been 
for  the  past  generation.     The  unjust  Soviet  ag- 
gression   throughout    Europe,    the    Communistt 
seizure  of  a  large  part  of  Manchuria   recently,, 
Stalin's  bold  and  patent  attempt  to  establish  ai 
Soviet  Republic   in  Spain,  France,  and   Italy,  asi 
well    as   the    flagrantly    subversive    Communist: 
activities   in  Canada   and   in   the   United  States 
are  all  deserving  of  grave  consideration,  by  the 
United  Nations'  Meeting. 

Surely  these  vexing  issues  overshadow  the; 
alleged  necessity  of  sniping  at  struggling  peace- 
ful, harrassed  Spain,  which  the  press  with  ap- 
parent malicej  and  feigned  alarm,  constantly 
insists  in  exploiting.  Regardless  of  our  med- 
dling and  frantic  fears,  no  serious  protest 
against  Franco  or  the  Spanish  regime  has  come 
from  within  Spain,  either  from  the  Army,  the 
Congress,  the  Bishops  and  Clergy,  or  from  any 
of  the  numerous  political  groups  in  the  Iberian 
peninsular.  It  would  be  easy  for  our  delegates, 
and  officials  to  contact  all  or  any  of  them. 
Spain  has  invited  them  to  do  so.  Why  haven't 
we  made  such  an  attempt?  The  answer  was 
given  by  the  Russian  delegate  in  New  York 
the  other  day,  a  definite  "No."  Stalin  doesn't 
want  the  real  facts  about  Spain  brought  before 
the  U.  N.  Council.  He  insists  that  only  what 
Russia,  French  Communists, ,  and  the  puppet 
Polish  Lange  say  about  Spain  be  accepted  as. 
evidence.     That  is  likely  to  be  done. 

Meanwhile,  in  large  part,  our  United  States, 
press  closes  its  eyes  in  the  face  of  reality,  while 
Russia,  the  number  one  aggressor,  is  allowed  I 
to  have  its  way  most  of  the  time,  daily  growing 
bolder,  stronger  and  more  insolent.  The  tragic 
part  of  all  this  farcical  procedure  is  that  Ameri- 
can public  opinion  could  stop  it  summarily,  if 
it  was  informed  and  encouraged  to  do  so,  by 
a  strong  fearless  press  aroused  from  its  leth- 
argic slumber  and  fully  awake  to  its  respon- 
sibility in  a  crisis  which  is  unique  in  human  his- 
tory.

BUILDING  FUND  CAMPAIGN 


PROPOSED    CLASSROOM    BUILDING 


^^  A  new  chapter  in  the  history  of  Boston  Col- 
lege was  written  when  a  building  program  was 
inaugurated  last  month  by  Very  Rev.  William 
L.  Keleher,  S.J.,  president.  Included  in  his  plans 
is  the  erection  of  a  classroom  building,  a  dormi- 
tory and  a  gymnasium.  All  three  buildings  are 
necessary  in  this  post-war  period  for  the  prog- 
ressive advancement  of  Catholic  education  at 
the   Heights. 

Father  Keleher  has  appointed  Rev.  Francis 
V.  Sullivan,  S.J.,  as  director  of  the  Building 
Fund.  R.  Gaynor  Wellings,  '23,  is  serving  as 
chairman  of  the  campaign.  Each  class  from 
1910  on  in  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences 
and  the  Business  School  has  selected  a  working 
committee  which  will  constitute  the  Alumni 
organization  for  the  campaign. 

The  Alumni  are  asked  to  raise  the  money  for 
the  gymnasium  which  will  be  a  memorial  to 
all  the  students  and  Alumni  who  died  in  World 
War  II.  $400,000  is  the  goal.  That  a  gym 
is  a  necessity  is  evident  to  all.  Looking  back 
over  the  years  it  is  surprising  that  our  teams  in 
all  sports  were  so  successful  considering  the  in- 
adequate facilities  at  their  disposal.  There  is 
also  the  realization  that  thousands  of  students 


were  deprived  of  some  form  of  physical  training 
which  is  an  integral  part  of  a  full  and  complete 
education. 

The  importance  of  the  program  demands  the 
full  support  of  every  Alumnus.  Each  is  called 
upon  to  make  a  sacrifice  in  order  that  the  ob- 
jective may  be  attained.  $400,000  will  not  be 
obtained  with  five  and  ten  dollar  contributions. 
The  Alumni  are  earnestly  urged  to  think  in 
terms  of  50,  100,  500  and  1,000  dollar  dona- 
tions. It  is  suggested  that  a  cash  donation  be 
sent  along  immediately  with  a  pledge  to  send 
a   specific   amount   monthly   until    June,    1947.

William  L.  Keleher,  S.J.,  president  of  the  Col- 
lege. Alumni  from  the  classes  of  1892  to  1945 
gathered  together  to  welcome  and  encourage 
Father  Keleher. 

John  B.  Atkinson,  '16,  was  general  chairman, 
assisted  by  John  C.  Gill,  '31,  Jeremiah  W. 
Mahoney,  '21,  Thomas  F.  Scanlan,  '20,  John  J. 
Spencer,  '29,  William  J.  Sheehan,  '22,  and  John 
J.  Walsh,  '15. 

Seated  at  the  head  table  with  Father  Keleher 
were:  Most.  Rev.  Louis  F.  Keleher,  '10,  Auxi- 
liary Bishop  of  Boston,  John  A.  Canavan,  '18, 
Alumni  president,  Governor  Maurice  J.  Tobin, 
George  Curley,  representing  Mayor  Curley, 
Paul  Comerford,  representing  the  Holy  Cross 
Club  of  Boston,  Rev.  Francis  E.  Low,  S.J.,  Rev.

In  his  address  Father  Keleher  announced  an 
increase  in  tuition  beginning  next  fall,  a  retire- 
ment and  insurance  plan  for  the  faculty,  and 
the  future  policies  of  the  College.  His  program 
includes  the  erection  of  a  classroom  building, 
a  gymnasium  and  a  dormitory.  He  asked  the 
Alumni  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  the  gym- 
nasium   saying,    "That    is    your    building,    youj- 


tribute  to  the  sons  of  Boston  College  who  gave; 
their  lives  that  Boston  College  and  our  way  ofl 
life  and  education  might  last." 

Stating  the  position  of  the  College  in  the  postl 
war  era.  Father  Keleher  declared:  "Boston  Col- 
lege must  grow,  must  open  up  its  arms  to  wel- 
come new  sons  of  whom  she  may  be  proud  in 
the  years  to  come.  I  need  not  discuss  with  you 
the  needs  of  Catholic  Education  in  the  world 
tcday.  Nor  do  I  need  to  point  out  to  you  the 
imperative  need  of  our  taking  steps  now  to  wel- 
come to  the  Heights  all  who  wish  to  come  and 
qualify.  It  is  a  proud  boast  of  Boston  College, 
as  of  all  Jesuit  Colleges,  that  our  graduates  are 
Americans,  who  believe  in  America  for  Amer- 
icans. We  have  seen  our  fathers  and  mothers 
sacrifice  for  our  way  of  life,  some  of  us  have 
sacrificed  dearly  for  that  same  type  of  life, 
and  we  are  resolved  that  nothing  will  ever  come 
to  these  shores  that  will  do  away  with  our 
liberty.  We  believe  in  science  and  all  the  latest 
developments  of  a  scientific  world,  in  so  far  as 
they  help  to  the  peace  and  happiness  of  man. 
But  we  shall  never  put  aside  the  proven  values 
of  Religion,  Philosophy  and  the  Arts,  the  sub- 
jects sure  to  develop  all  the  God-given  talents 
in  man,  and  always  in  the  proper  hierarchy, 
where  God  comes  first  and  man  will  always  live 
as  His  servant.  We  have  seen  what  a  world 
gone  mad  with  science  can  do.  Now  we  must 
bring  that  same  world  back  to  the  only  sure  way 
of  peace  and  happiness."

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FIRST  ALUMNI  BANQUET 


The  first  Alumni  dinner  was  held  60  years 
ago  on  June  28,  1886.  The  following  report  of 
it  appeared  in  the  Boston  Globe,  June  29,  1  886. 

^  The  first  annual  dinner  of  the  Boston  College 
Alumni  Association  was  held  last  evening  at 
Young's  Hotel  and  a  large  number  of  graduates 
of  that  institution  assembled  to  make  merry 
around  the  festive  board.  Previous  to  the  din- 
ner a  business  meeting  was  held,  at  which  it  was 
unanimously  voted  to  admit  to  the  association 
none  but  the  graduates  of  the  college.  Promptly 
at  6  o'clock  the  members  and  guests,  to  the 
number  of  about  fifty,  sat  down  to  dinner.

After  all  had  satisfied  the  inner  man,  Edward 
A.  McLaughlin,  '77,  president  of  the  Associa- 
tion, welcomed  the  members,  but  regretted  that 
uncontrollable  circumstances  necessitated  his 
early  departure.  The  First  Vice-President,  Rev. 
Thomas  I.  Coghlan,  '78,  then  formally  opened 
the  exercises  by  calling  on  all  present  to  join 
in  a  favorite  chorus,  after  which  Rev.  Edward 
V.  Boursaud,  S.J.,  president  of  the  College, 
was  generously  received  and  said: 

"GENTLEMEN  OF  THE  BOSTON  COLLEGE 
ALUMNI  ASSOCIATION— I  am  not  insensible 
to  the  cordial  welcome  tendered  me  here  this 
evening.    As  your  society,  though  in  the  begin- 


ning comparatively  small  in  numbers,  will  aft- 
erwards continue  to  grow,  so  will  I  in  the  begin- 
ning of  these  exercises  make  but  a  small  speech, 
leaving  those  who  are  to  follow  me  to  express 
at  some  length  the  various  sentiments  in  har- 
mony with  this  occasion.  I  am  more  than  grati- 
fied at  the  interest  shown  here  tonight,  and 
assure  you,  my  friends,  that  you  may  look  to  me 
as  a  perpetual  friend." 

Rev.  James  Wallison,  '79,  said  that  barring 
the  festivities,  even  the  thought  of  grasping  the 
hands  of  old  acquaintances  was  a  sufficient  in- 
ducement to  make  this  a  pleasant  meeting. 

Rev.  James  F.  Talbot,  D.D.,  '78,  said  that 
he  was  proud  of  the  honor  of  being  an  alumnus 
of  an  institution  greatly  prized  by  those  capable 
of  judging.  "Boston  College"  he  said,  "since 
she  has  so  carefully  trained  us,  will  be  the  im- 
mediate cause  of  many  a  loyal  citizen  of  this 
land,  since  she  has  taught  us  the  appreciation 
of  true  liberty." 

The  presiding  officer  then  presented  Edward 
F.  Burns,  '80,  as  toastmaster  of  the  evening. 
Mr.  Burns  said  that  he  trusted  that  his  presence 
was  a  sufficient  guarantee  that  it  pleased  him 
to  be  of  the  company.  "In  some  respects,"  he 
said,  "we  are  small.  We  have  no  boat  crew; 
we  have  by  far  much  more  worthy  results  and 
testimonials  to  the  work  of  Boston  College — 
we  have  men.  May  the  time  soon  come  when 
at  our  reunion  we  shall  hear  cheers  not  alone 
from  fifty  throats  of  the  members  of  the  Asso- 
ciation, but  from  the  various  classes,  each  100 
strong."  Mr.  Burns  then  proposed  the  following 
toast:  "The  old  Bay  State — founded  by  the  Pur- 
itans to  be  sustained  by  our  church,"  and  called 
upon  Edward  J.  Flynn,  '81,  to  respond.  Mr. 
Flynn  said: 

"MR.  TOASTMASTER  AND  GENTLEMEN— 
I  thank  you  for  the  honor  of  being  allowed  the 
privilege  of  responding  for  this,  the  noblest  of 
Commonwealths.  There  are  no  more  earnest 
defenders  of  the  Old  Bay  State,  none  more  jeal- 
ous of  her  rights,  none  more  eager  for  her  fame 
than  the  Catholic  members  who  stand  on  the 
floor  of  the  House  of  Representatives  today,  and 
the  principle  we  there  advocate  will  be  the 
bulwarks  of  American  liberty.  There  was  a  day 
when  to  be  a  Roman  Catholic  was  to  be  dis- 
graced, but  today,  as  a  friend,  a  Protestant 
friend  of  mine  said  to  me  that  to  be  a  Roman 
Catholic  is  the  proudest  appellation  that  any 
man  on  the  floor  can  have."  (Tremendous  ap- 
plause.)

It  looks  like  old  times  out  at  University 
Heights.  Baseball  is  back  and  with  a  major 
schedule.  A  list  that  includes  Harvard,  Brown, 
Yale,  Dartmouth,  Rutgers,  Holy  Cross,  as  well 
as  the  traditional  series  with  local  nines,  runs 
up  to  21  games,  a  schedule  that  is  by  far  the 
most  impressive  that  has  been  arranged  for 
many  years.  Coach  Fred  Maguire  has  a  good- 
looking  squad.  Interest  is  so  high  that  76  an- 
swered his  call  in  March,  and  among  that  great 
turnout  were  several  who  had  chased  the  horse- 
hide  for  Maroon  and  Gold  teams  in  the  pre- 
war era,  men  like  Tom  Maloney  and  Bernie 
Lanoue.  Most  of  the  baseball  players  are  re- 
turned veterans;  indeed  the  team  that  took  the 
field  against  Northeastern  in  the  opening  con- 
test was  composed  of  nine  men  who  had  served 
in  the  armed  forces.  Outstanding  pitching 
prospects  include  York;  Levinson;  Bob  Quirk; 
Salty  Martin;  Bob  Blakeney,  and  half  a  dozen 
others.  The  infield  of  Spinner,  Daunt,  Yure- 
vicz,  and  Maloney  is  strong,  and  a  host  of  outer- 
gardners,  especially  John  Buckley,  "Tuck" 
Twomey  (three-letter  man),  Lanoue,  and  Bob 
Lynch  are  available  for  the  challenging  schedule 
that  is  under  way. 

We  expect  no  series  with  Holy  Cross  that  will 
match  that  of  the  60,000  rabid  fans  who  saw  the 
Maroon  and  Gold  play  in  1923,  when  Frank 
MrCrehan  set  back  the  Crusaders  4-1  at  Braves. 
Field  before  32,000  to  even  the  series,  as  the 
Eagles,  with  that  wonderful  outfield  of  Wilson, 
Darling,  and  Comerford  met  the  Purple  after 
24  B.  C.  victories  and  only  two  defeats  to  decide 
the  Eastern  Bseball  Championship.  But  we  do 
expect  the  Alumni  to  support  loyally  a  very 
good  nine,  a  club  that  has  already  shown  prom- 
ise by  defeating  Amherst  and  Harvard  (a  team 
met  for  the  first  time,  by  the  way  in  1900). 
Shades  of  Ned  Mahan  and  Dick  Harte  of  Har- 
vard and  of  Jimmy  Fitzpatrick  and  Bob  Gill  of 
B.C.  haunted  us  at  Soldier's  Field  in  May  as  we 
looked  back  in  our  mind's  eye  at  those  games 
almost  30  years  ago  when  the  Eagles  last  met 
the  Crimson  in  formal  sports. 

There  is  real  baseball  being  played  out  at 
the  Heights,  and  it  all  augurs  well  for  a  banner 
year  in  college  baseball,  a  season  the  like  of 
which  we  have  not  seen  in  twenty  years.  Once 
more  the  annual  pilgrimage  to  Worcester  will 
be  made  on  Memorial  Day  for  the  traditional 
game,  played  first  in   1883.     Trips  for  Alumni 
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who  loyally  follow  the  team  include  one  to  Rut- 
gers, a  rival  not  met  since  1933.  The  final 
game,  with  Dartmouth,  will  end  a  splendid  sea- 
son. All  in  all  it  seems  that  baseball  will  be 
very  interesting  for  the  Maroon  and  Gold.  B.C. 
is  now  back  in  all  sports,  for  John  Curley  has 
promised  that  hockey  will  be  formal  again  in 
1946-7. 

FOOTBALL 

Frank  Cavanaugh,  with  a  handful  of  men, 
met  U.S.S.  Utah,  Harvard,  Middlebury,  Yale, 
West  Point,  Rutgers  (then  a  giant)  ,  Holy  Cross, 
and  Georgetown  in  1919.  Frank  Leahy,  with  a 
well-manned  squad  turned  back  Center,  Tulane, 
Idaho,  St.  Anselm,  B.U.,  Manhattan,  George- 
tow,  Holy  Cross,  and  Tennessee  in  1940.  But 
Denny  Myers  has  just  as  rugged  a  task  as  Cav- 
anaugh or  Leahy,  for  in  Wake  Forest,  Michigan 
State,  King's  Point,  N.Y.U.,  Villanova,  George- 
town, Tennessee,  Alabama,  and  Holy  Cross 
(three  of  them  1945  bowl  teams  and  one  of 
them  Rose  Bowl  champion)  the  Eagles  will  have 
their  work  cut  out  for  them  From  so-called 
"Informal"  football  to  Big  Time  in  ten  months 
is  a  tremendous  leap,  but  the  B.C.  lads  are  game. 
The  backbone  of  the  squad  will  be  from  the 
armed  services.  Already  back  at  Alma  Mater 
are  almost  half  of  the  men  of  the  famous  squad 
of  1942.  Myers'  successful  spring  practice  wel- 
comed Chet  Lipka,  "Tuck"  Twomey,  Vito  Stas- 
unas,  Joe  King,  speedy  Bob  Mangene  and  Bernie 
Lanoue,  powerful  John  Furey,  flashy  Bill  Quinn, 
clever  Willy  DeRosa  and  Bob  Currivan,  Tom 
Brennan,  Ed  Nixon,  Al  Murray,  Frank  Landry, 
Joe  Kulis,  Chris  Brady,  and  several  others.  In 
addition  to  the  veterans  returning  in  time  for 
practice,  more  have  since  reentered  college, 
among  them  Benedetto,  Tom  Moran,  John  Kis- 
sell,  and  Manuel  Zissis.  Players  from  last  year's 
squad  include  those  who  have  not  as  yet  gone 
into  service  or  who  were  already  veterans  when 
they  reported  to  Moody  Sarno — Sullivan,  Sam- 
martino,  Owens,  Paul  Murphy,  Giordano,  Wil- 
liams, Muse,  Graham,  Kalafatas,  and  other 
mainstays. 

We  expect  our  full  measure  of  victories,  but 
the  Alumni  should  not  expect  that  measure  to 
be  overflowing,  for  Tennessee,  Alabama,  and 
Holy  Cross  in  a  row  is  something  that  even  the 
most  rabid  and  unreasonable  Alumnus  must 
take   in   stride.

Dear  Sir: 

Your  attention  is  directed  to  the 
present  constitution  governing  the 
Boston  College  Alumni  Association 
with  specific  reference  to  the  pro- 
Visions  concerning  elective  offices.  You 
will  note  that  as  presently  constituted, 
the  great  bulk  of  the  graduates  of 
Boston  College  ore  not  represented  in 
any  substantial  way  in  Alumni  offices. 
From    the   classes   of    1930   to    1945, 


which  group  constitutes  the  larger 
number  of  graduates,  only  one  elec- 
tive office  is  held  by  a  member  from 
that  group  and  only  by  recent  ap- 
pointment. 

The  Class  of  1940  wishes  to  sug- 
gest for  your  immediate  consideration, 
the  following: 

1 .  The  Constitution  be  changed 
immediately  to  provide  for  a  Board  of 
Directors  consisting  of  thirty  members 
whose  term  will  expire  in  one  year, 
ten  members  the  following  year,  and 
ten  the  next. 

2.  The  Constitution  be  changed 
to  provide  for  a  Nominating  Commit- 
tee selected  by  the  classes  rather  than 
by  local  (we  do  not  refer  to  clubs  out- 
side the  Commonwealth  of  Massachu- 
setts) Boston  College  clubs,  since 
classes  are  better  organized  arid  a 
class  spirit  always  carries  through  to 
graduate  days.  Moreover,  contempo- 
rary classes  know  much  better  the 
qualifications  of  the  men  who  would 
be    nominated    for  offices.

About  six  years  ago  I  wrote  o  let- 
ter, published  in  the  Alumni  News, 
advocating  the  compilation  of  an 
Alumni  Business  Directory  and  the 
formation  of  on  Alumni  Business 
Loan  Fund. 

I  submit  it  again  for  Alumni  con- 
sideration and  earnestly  solicit  their 
reaction. 

Briefly,    the   proposal    is   this: 

1.  Publish  annually  on  Alumni  Busi- 
ness  Directory. 

If  an  Alumnus  has  something  to 
sell — goods  or  services — a  two  to 
five  listing  would  be  really  inex- 
pensive  advertising. 

2.  Establish  on  Alumni  Business  Loan 
Fund. 

As  0  result  of  any  business  accru- 
ing from  a  listing  in  the  directory 
the  advertiser  would  voluntarily 
contribute  a  small  percentage  of 
the  charge  involved  to  an  Alumni 
Loon  Fund. 

The  purpose  of  the  fund  would 
be   twofold : 

a.     It    would    enable    ambitious 


and  worthy  Alumni  desirous  of 
entering  business  or  the  profes- 
sions to  borrow  money  at  low 
interest  rotes,  and  if  need  be, 
WITHOUT  COLLATERAL.  A  re- 
sponsible board  of  trustees  would 
pass  upon  the  granting  of  loans, 
b.  The  fund'  eventually — fif- 
teen to  twenty  years — would  be 
in  a  position  to  make  worthwhile 
contributions  to  the  College  Build- 
ing Fund.
